Butz responds to

Acting President Otto Butz responded 
to three resolutions passed by the Aca- 
demic Senate last week with an announce- 
ment of his acceptance of two of them and 
a rejection of one. The two accepted 
were the resolution concerning the giving 
of the grade ES (incomplete unsatisfactory) 
to students discontinuing current 
classwork, which Butz stated was a 
**reaffirmation of current college policy,”’

the resolution endorsing the 
Alternative Education Project, em- 
phasizing the provision that students may 
enroll in only one of the Alternative 
Education courses (ID 196) per semester. 
Butz stated his reasons for the re- 
jection of the Academic Resolution con- 
cerning the “‘restructuring of course 
material undertaken to achieve alternative 
goals”’ with the consent of both faculty 
and students is contrary tothe directive 
of Chancellor Gienn Dumke which stated 
that ‘‘no state college, and no department 


letter Saturday to the president of Jackson 
State College expressing sympathy over 
the death and injury of students there. 
in a post script to that letter, Butz said 
that he sent a telegram to Attorney 
General Mitchell thanking him for his 
prompt investigation of the tragic events 
at Jackson State. 


A mimeographed handout explained why 
some of the black students at SSC are 
striking. The flyer charged that students 
are outraged at the deaths of two black 
students at Jackson and the six slayings 


in any of the state colleges, has been 
authorized to curtail its instructional 
programs Butz did~point out that 
‘faculty members are free to present 
their subject matter and evolve their 
presentations. las they see fit,’’ so 
long as they were (quoting from his 
communication to the facuity of May 
15) “generally consistent with the pur- 
poses, outline and subject coverage 
announced at the beginning of the current 
semester.” 

Butz also announced that he accepted

They also called attention to white 
instructors who allow ‘‘business as usual”’ 
when blacks are killed, but tind if neces- 
sary to close when four white students at 
Kent State were killed. 

As a result, they demand that ‘‘all 
typical operations on Sacramento State 
College’s campus cease for two days.”” 

The blacks here on campus and their 
supporters also demand that ‘the Ameri- 
can people begin to show an equal amount 
of moral outrage in response to the loss 
of the black lives as well as white lives.””

Some strike tactics 
alienate supporters 


It usually takes a very poignant act to arouse my emotions, yet I 
was suddenly aware of a great concern and a sense of urgency when I 
first heard the reports of the four killings at Kent State. Although it 
physically occurred in Ohio, I thought, it might well have happened here. 

Since that day I have been listening intently to various speakers on 
and off campus, attempting to understand the direction of the current 
protesting and trying to solidify my own thoughts and actions. It was 
clearly evident that a concer’ed effort existed and nearly everyone 
wished to demonstrate their concern and displeasure with recent de- 
velopments, but no one could agree on the way to accomplish active 
participation. | wondered if there were as many factions as there 
were participants. It became increasingly harder to find a group that 
represented my feelings. 

1 was mulling these thoughts over in my mind on the way to class 
on Monday morning, and upon crossing the street at the J Street 
entrance to SSC, a person, no doubt an otherwise fine, upstanding 
Sacramento citizen, who was stopped at the light, commenced to rev 
the engine of his car and edge forward. This act immediately drew 
my attention to the driver’s face, upon which I noticed a look of deter- 
mination, complete with clenched teeth. It was obvious that he wanted 
to run me over. 

Well. i thought. what the hell does he want to do that for? I’m clean- 
cut, or at least should be in his estimation; close shaven, short hair. 
clean clothes, and I was even wearing shoes. In fact, | wondered how 
he could take me for a student. Then I realized | was carrying my 
binder. Adead giveaway. Yes, the black portfolio that had become a part 
of me in the past two years had betrayed me. All of a sudden I wasn't 
the kid who lived down the street, but a radical longhaired creep, the 
kind you see every evening onthe sixo’clock news. It’s because of what 
! represent that he wanted to run me down. That's it. I’m part ofa 
subversive organization that undoubtably advocates the overthrow of 
the government. No doubt a rotten individual. After all, he was un- 
doubtably rationalizing, look at what he and others have done for us. 
They gave us schools to goto, offeredus good positions after graduation, 
and all-in-all made fine citizens of us. Then we show our gratitude 
by tearing the damn place down and demanding this and demanding 
that. 

Without further incident, | reached the other side of the street 
and accepted a notice from one of the strike workers. It suggested 
everyone not attend classes and extorted that war oriented organi- 
zations disassociate themselves from educational institutions. 

I continued on my way and began to reflect on some of the past 
discussions I had recently participated in at an out-of-town bar that 
I frequent on weekends. The typical patron of this establishment, I 
can safely point out, is a working man with a small family and very 
conservative. He is usually middle-aged and a little overweight, 
considerably complacent until someone overturns his drink. Ar 
observable fact about these people is how a few belts usually brings 
out the Clarence Darrow in the most restrained among them. Suddenly, 
they come to life and profess knowledge of world problems and the 
means by which to solve them. On occasion, however, that tranquility 
is replaced by extreme anger which sometimes gives way to banging 
on the bar with beer glasses and threats of bodily harm. 

Conversations usually begin with questions about the weather in 
Sacramento, but because of my status as a student they often blossom 
into the turmoil that exists on the state campuses. Prior to last 
weekend I usually had nothing more to say about the Sacramento 
campus than how I enjoyed the W.C. Fields’ movie that was shown. 
But, after last week’s developments, SSC seemingly came to life 
with everyone questioning our motives and behavior in another country 
and the deaths of four students. This was news, and when I arrived at 
the tavern late Saturday afternoon everyone wanted to know if I had been 
out protesting that week. I admitted I hadn't openly demonstrated, but 
that | was in open sympathy with student demands and direction of 
demonstration and even more, wanted and expected that the U.S. 
pull completely out of Souteast Asia and refrain from becoming in- 
volved with further imperialistic ventures. Well, that did it. 1 caught 
opposition from all sides and in all manners. Some had already con- 
cluded that I was a wide-eyed radical who associated with communists, 
but they never thought I would go this far. Even before this confronta- 
tion | would amuse myself at the reactions from the beards I grew 
annually. 

| grew it for the frog jump in Calaveras County, | would say, but 
no one believed me. They were sure it was my way of protesting the 
establishment, and disrupting norma! procedures. Even the bartender 
showed his contempt and would purposely pour tall heads on my beer 
and short-shot my drinks. 

Although many would listen to what I had to say, and vice-versa, 
I felt they were not really listening at all, but were thinking of what they 
were going to say when I finished. Of course, they resented it when I 
brought it to their attention. Some, however, were willing to listen 
and were fairly objective in trying to understand how I felt in my 
support of student demonstrators. But, more often than not, the 
majority of them remained unconvinced and unchanged. 

One daring soul, who trains attack dogs on a part-time basis, 
thought the authorities should send troops in with guns and shoot 
every damn one of us. I told him hell, yes, that was the only way to 


solve the problem and circumvent further disturbances. He's the one 
I really feel sorry for, and those like him. Believe me, they do exist. 
Others perhaps, are more rational than he, but many of them have 
already concluded that the communists are bumping elbows on college 
Yet, | can understand why some are inclined to believe 
if the more radical elements on our campuses, or whom-

one of the nation’s college cam- 
puses, triggering a wave of 
riotous reaction that has many 
others in turmoil.

It was only a matter of weeks 
ago that Kevin Moran was shot 
to death while attempting to cool 
the fires of violence at Isla Vista. 
The only hope in that tragedy 
was that his life was not totally 
wasted, that his death would stir 
a new determination to spurn fur- 
ther violence.

Now four more young people 
are dead, killed by National 


Guardsmen’s bullets at Kent State 
University in Ohio. At least one

The debate now rages, as it 
did after Kevin Moran's death, 
over who is to blame ‘or this 
latest tragedy —— the students 
who launched the protest or the 
Guardsmen's fatal reaction to it 
Will we ever learn that fixing 
the blame for such incidents does 
not help to prevent more bdlood- 
shed? 

Fixing the blame for the death 
of James Rector in the People’s 
Park violence did nothing to keep

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SSC tradition dies as yearbook will 
cease to be published in ’70-7I 


A Sacramento State College 
tradition will die upon publication 
of the Green & Gold this year. 
According to Jack Ford, editor of 
the yearbook, this will probably 
be the iast yearbook as such to be 
published for SSC. 

Doing without a yearbook is a 
trend that is taking place all 
through the California State Col- 
lege system. Only five state 
colleges will put one together next 
year. 

**This ends a 22 year tradition 
at Sacramento State, a tradition 
the students no longer seem to find 
a need for,"’ Ford said. 

A combination of several pro- 
blems led to the decision to stop 
putting out a yearbook. A general 
lack of student interest inthem was 
a major factor. Another factor 
was lack of financial support from 
the associated students. 

According to Ford, this year 
there has been a 33 percent drop in 
sales of the Green & Gold from last 
year’s annual sales. Sales last 
year reached a peak of 1,000, the 
highest level of sales in five years, 
which is as far back as records go. 

Most schools putting out a year- 
book allocate large amounts of 





money to cover costs. The as- 
sociated students of SSC appro- 
priated $1,500 to put it out, 
according to Ford. To make up 
the difference, advertising is used. 

According to Ford, the only 
cases where a yearbook survives 
on the college and university level 
is where the cost is completely 
underwritten or students are 
charged a nominal fee. At most of 
the University of California cam- 
puses, the cost is underwritten 
and student body card holder's auto- 
matically receive an annua!. 

For those who would like to 
see the annual tradition at SSC 
continued, this is one possible way 
to achieve it. As it is now, many 
SSC students either don’t want to 
pay or can’t afford the cost of the 
yearbook which is $6 plus .25 for 
a plastic cover and .50 if the pur- 
chaster wants it mailed to him. 

To fill the void created by the 
proposed absence of the yearbook, 
which still has to be approved by 
the Publications Board, a maga- 
zine is planned 

“We're still trying to put out 
a more significant publication next 
year,’’ Ford said about the maga- 
zine that will replace the Green &

(D-San Francisco). 

Assemblyman John L. Burton, 


co-chairman of Brown's campaign, 
stated that ‘this rally is anoppor- 
tunity for the citizens of Northern 
California to express their opposi- 
tion to the war.’’ Burton went on 
to add that if Brown were elected 
in June it would show the political 
world that the poople of this coun- 
try intend to elect only those 
officials who will serve the cause 
of peace. 


This will be Brown's last major 
appearance in Northern California 
before the June 2 primary. 


Unruh endorses McGovern amendment 


Jess Unruh announced his sup- 
port to help united Californians 
behind a bi-partisan drive to peti- 
tion Congress to return decisions 
on peace and war to Congress and 
the people. 

Twenty two Senators from both 
political parties now are sponsor- 
ing and seeking petitions of support 
for Senate Amendment 609, which 
in effect requires that a President 
wage war only with the consent of 
the people through an act of Con- 
gress to appropriate funds.

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Manager welcomes student complaints 
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Bookstore profit used for college's benefit

Talking with Karl Lorentzen 
was a pleasant experience. | had 
to keep reminding myself that he 
was manager of the Hornet Book- 
store. Visions of monopolies, high 
prices, and ‘non-profit organiza- 
tion” flowed in and out of my mind 
as he explained the book store’s 
operations. 

‘‘Because we are the only book - 
store on campus we must be com- 
petitive with other businesses. We 
can’t afford not to keep reasonable 
prices. 1 would personally wel- 
come an outside bookstore. Then 
there wouldn't be so much pressure 
on us. Our prices on supplies are 


comparable to other book stores. 
If a student can sight a certain 
brand item that sells for less at 
another store, I'd ‘ike to know 
about it. People think I'm in- 
accessible, but I'm not. I want 
to hear from students if they have 
gripes. It’s the complaints that 
| don’t hear about that bother me." 

The Hornet Foundation Board 
of Directors determines what 
amount of profit the bookstore 
shali make. The Board consists 
of 5 students, one faculty, one 
administrative, and two outside 
community representatives. This 
semester the Board voted to change 
its members to 4 students and 2 
faculty members The student 
members, Al Geiger and Manuela 


THE 
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Serna, will remain on next year's 
Board while Gail Mabbutt and Lyle 
Humphries will be replaced with 
new students recommended by the 
ASSSC president and appointed by 
the SSC college president. The 
other student member, the ASSSC 
student body president, serves for 
a span of one year. One new 
faculty member will join Dr. C.E 
Tootle, associate professor of 
Business Administration, while 
Mr. Stanley Pret zer, College Busi- 
ness Manager will. continue to 
represent the administration. The 
two community members, Mr. Jack 
Higdon, president of Global Moving 
and Storage Corporation, and Mr 
Harry Tonkin, president of the 
7-Up Bottling Company, are ap- 
pointed by the college president 


Non-members William ee 
Webb, Director of the Hornet Foun- 


dation, Dr. Otto Butz, Acting- 
President at SSC, and Herbert 
Drummond, Jr., Assistant Col- 


lege Librarian, attend the meet- 
ings held once a month 


Hornet Foundation profits 


The funds the Foundation ac- 
cumulates in operating the Food 
Service, bookstore and other en- 
terprises are to be used for the 
benefit of the college. In the past 
the Foundation has contributed 
money to the construction of the 
Patio Outdoor Eating Area, Ath- 
letic Field Bleachers, Vending 
Center Building, Hornet Grove 
Building and Equal Opportunities 
Program. Because the reserves 
are utilized in this way, the Foun- 
dation is classified as a ‘“‘non- 
profit’’ educational organization 
and is exempt from paying certain 
federal and state taxes. The 
mapority of college bookstores are 
classified this way. If the, Hornet 
bookstore was to advertise in 
local Sacramento newspapers the 
Foundation might be obliged to 
reclassify and pay taxes. 

A few college bookstores oper- 
ate on one of two systems to save 
the student’s money. In the co-op 
system the profits ofthe bookstore 
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for each fiscal year are divided 
and given back directly to the 
students in the form of a check. 
At Sacramento State College the 
check might amount to $5 per 
student. The rebate system gives 
a five percent discount at the 
register to all students. The 
student must purchase a $1 card 
at the beginning of the year in 
order to buy there. 

Lorentzen says, “I’m hired to 
make the best reasonable profit 
for the bookstore. If pressure 
were exerted on me as manager 
I would ask Mr. Webb to approach 
the Hornet Board. If the Board 
thinks prices are unreasonable 
something may be changed.”’ 

Webb explains, ‘““‘We can and 
no doubt will cut prices. Up to 
this year there hasn't been enough 
cash to pay debts. Now that the 
Foundation is getting on their feet 
it’; up to the Board of Directors 
to decide whether the profits should 
go to al! the students or to just 
some. The Board will definitely 
look into this during the summer.” 

The last inventory and exami- 
nation of the bookstore prices was 
held in June, 1967. Dr. Nicholas 
Windeshausen appointed two stu- 
dents to undertake a study of 
bookstore prices. They selected 
bookstores on ten college cam- 
puses in northern California, in- 
cluding SSC. The prices of 46 
books and 50 miscellaneous items 
were compared on the ten cam- 
puses. Of the 46 books, all but 
three were sold at the same price, 
and of the SO miscellaneous items, 
only five items had a difference 
in price. The prices varied only 
a little because the books were 
sold at the publisher's recom- 
mended prices. The miscellaneous 
items were sold at the manufac- 
turers’ suggested retail prices, 
and the cost of doing business was 
about the same for all of the 
bookstores because the general 
markets for the products were 
very similar. 

The Hornet bookstore buys text- 
books at a 20 percent discount 
and sells them back tothe students 
without the discount. This equals 
the publisher's list or catalog 
price for the book. 

Lorentzen comments, ‘“We end 
up with a lot of books that no one 
buys. The bookstore buys as many 
used books as possible from the 
wholesalers so students will have 
a better chance at getting used 
books.""

Shoplifting 


Shoplifting presents another 
problem in the bookstore. Lorent- 
zen acknowledges, \ ‘‘Any retail 
business suffers two \to four per- 
cent in pilferage per\year. The 
Hornet bookstore has ‘suffered up 
to $40,000 loss. Duriig the last 
couple of years I’ve hire\d students 
at SSC to act as securily guards 
in the bookstore. If ra see 
someone stealing they pick them 
up and bring them to me \or Ron 
Duval, the bookstore Department 
Manager. It’s a burden on the 
security people who must stop 
their peers.”’ 

A first offense for shoplifting 
involves talking to Lorentzen or 
Duval. They inquire about the 
student’s motives in shoplifting 
and make out a report to the Dean 
of Students. On a second offense 
the student is called intothe Dean’s 
office and some action is taken or 
the student appears before a Stu- 
dent Board, which decides what 
action should be taken. No SSC 
student has been picked up so far 
for a second offense. 

Duval recalls, ‘Most ofthe kids 
we've picked up for shoplifting do 
it for the thrill or when they’re 
really hard up for money. Some 
do it because they have a pet 
peeve against the bookstore. In 
a sense they're stealing from 
themselves. The University of 
California at Berkeley bookstore 
takes the kids into the police sta- 
tion if they’re caught. Often stu- 
dents will come back to thank us 
for catching them then.” 


Food Service 


Like the bookstore policies the 
Food Service policies are handled 
by the Hornet Foundation Board. 
Miss Theima Greer, Food Service 
Manager, is also hired to do as 
good a job as possible for a 
reasonable profit. 

Webb elaborates that during 
the last three years the Food Ser- 
vice has lost money. This year

they saved on labor, waste, and 
strived for better quality food. 
The last price increase in the 
cafeteria was in September 1968, 
but the dorm prices have been 
increased 10 percent. A special 
food service building for the dorms 
is in the planning stages now, which 
Webb foresees will be a great re- 
lief to the cafeteria. 

Why can’t the profits made 
from the Bookstore and Food Ser- 
vice be lowered to benefit all the 
students and not just a certain 
segment? Webb answers, ‘If 
the Board wants the Food Service 
and Bookstore to just break even, 
they only have to tell me. There 
are four students on the Board. 
If the students are dissatisfied 
why don’t they contact one of 
them?”’ 
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Parking fee pays for maintenance 
staffing, equipment, supplies 


Lately we have been hearing 
a lot of complaining about the 
parking fees charged on campus. 
There have been rumors that 
money that should be spent on 
parking has been spent in other 
areas, that the money goes into 
a general fund and is not used 
solely for parking. We offer 
now an analysis of parking money. 

For the fiscal year 1969-70, 
the total revenue is $244,000, 
$224,000 from decal sales and 
$20,000 from the coin-operated 
lots. 

Expenditures for the fiscal year 
are $130,000. Approximately 
$101,000 of which goes for staffing 
including salaries for campus po- 
lice supervision, six officers, 
groundsmen, clerical assistance, 
and one and a half cashiers. Also 


included is any temporary help 
and student assistance. 
From another $28,000 comes 


approximately $6,600 for admini- 


stration and office supplies and 
the chancellor’s fees, which covers 
accounting and official documents. 

Maintenance for the parking lots 
costs about $15,000. This includes 
the re-surfacing of three parking 
lots, buying new decals and repairs 
to the rest of the lots and coin 
operated gates. 

Equipment costs run about

$7,000, which is only a small part 
of the whole picture. Equipment 
includes the smail scooters the 
officers use and general equip- 
ment. 

The State College trustees sell 
bonds to pay for all parking on all 
state campuses. Each campus an- 
nually pays debt service require- 
ment into this bond fund. The 
apportionment is made according 
to the speces at each campus. 
SSC will pay $35,000 this year 
based on a total of 5,296 spaces.
